ARTS, THEREFORE A VISIT TO THE U.S. WOULD ENABLE ME TO 
SECURE AN INSIGHT INTO THE COMPLEXITIES OF RUNNING AN 
ARTS CENTRE OF THIS NATURE. THE PROJECT HAS BEEN 
APPROVED FOR SUPPORT BY THE GREATER LONDON COUNCIL, 

AND ENJOYS THE SUPPORT OF THE ARTS COUNCIL AND THE 
COMMUNITY RELATIONS COMMISSION. AS ORGANIZER OF THE 
PROJECT, I SHALL BECOME THE FIRST DIRECTOR OF THE CENTRE 
WHEN IT OPENS EARLY NEXT YEAR, IF I AM CHOSEN THE 
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EXPERIENCE OF A VISIT TO THE U.S. WOULD BE INVALUABLE

HAS CONTRIBUTED INTERNATIONALLY TO THE POPULARIZATION 
OF AFRICAN ARTS. 

23. ALTHOUGH MY PRESENT INTEREST IS IN URBAN ARTS, I AM 
AWARE THAT WHEN I RETURN TO AFRICA MY WORK WOULD 
INCLUDE THE RURAL ARTS AND CRAETS, THEREFORE I 

WOULD WISH TO VISIT AN INDIAN RESERVATION WHERE THERE IS' 
A RURAL ARTS CENTRE. IN MY WORK IN THE ARTS HERE, I 
HAVE BEEN CALLED UPON TO HELP IN FILM PRODUCTION AND 
THREE EILMS HAVE BEEN MADE ON ME AND MY WORK BY THE 
GOVERNMENT CENTRAL OEFICE OF INFORMATION, AND THIS HAS 
BEEN THE NEAREST I HAVE COME TO REALISING MY DREAM 
TO VISIT HOLLYWOOD. IF I EVER HAD THE OPPORTUNITY 
TO GO TO THE WEST COAST OF AMERICA I WOULD TAKE THE 
SAME OPPORTUNITY TO VISIT THE REAL HOLLYWOOD STUDIOS. 

IN BETWEEN VISITS I WOULD HOPE TO SEE AS MANY MUSEUMS 
AND ART GALLERIES AS POSSIBLE. I WOULD HOPE TO 
VISIT SOME UNIVERSITIES TOO.
